Oswald Oertson VUlard la Bcrib- 
nsr's Megsilne, discussing "Germany 

Km ba t tled.- concludes with this slew 
as Indies tin i American ■entimenl'tor 
ft* afelas: 

"No true friend of Uermaoy In the 
United SUiee can wish for bar sny 
success that will convince the masses 

of her people that true national great 
ness depends solely on military power. 
To do so means positive Infidelity to 
our own institutions—end to bnman 
It). If there are German-Americans 
or others who preach this doctrine 
that true national worth la measured 
by thef relative perfection of a mill 
tary machine and the number of bat 
tleshlps. they sojourn among us but 
are not obwe They art ignorant as to 
a chief teaching of the republic; they 
are grossly untrus to the men of ‘4$ 
who fled when the Prussian militarists 
blew to pieces that noble uprising 
and ended that brave If hopeless de¬ 
mand for true democracy. 

“Whether the Oermans, blinded bp 
the Sturm and Drang «hay are now 
passing through, can perceive It or not. 
German victory would spell the 
strengthening of absolutism every¬ 
where and of Its bond servant, mili¬ 
tarism. It would mean the subordlns 
lion of the nobler Oermany to the re¬ 
actionary. It would mean not a Ger¬ 
many to be beloved and honored of 
all thinking men. but a Germany to 
be feared and dreaded, with all liberal 
tendencies crushed within her. Her 
chief aspiration would then, perhaps, 
be fresh territories to conquer and 
certainly more and more sacri¬ 
fices for the military machine. 
Against this possibility American* 
must protest the louder the more they 
are indebted to Oermany. the more 
they admire her. the more they pity 
her. the greater the anguish they feel 
that the very existence of this nation 
of Kant. Goethe, Schiller. Wagner and 
all the rest of its really groat men 
has been recklessly staked lif a war 
utterly unnecessary, about whose real 
causes no man Is clear. 

“The more he loves Germany the 
more the real American must pray 
that she be saved from the dangerous 
forces within her which are threaten 
Ing to overwhelm what Is best In her. 
She must be shown that what is going 
on today Is a denial of Christianity 
and nothing else. Her splendid shut¬ 
tle#. her powers of organisation, her 
sentlmefit, her idealism the world 
needs for the prevention of wars and 
not for the deification, of the war 
spirit 

“Americans who believe In self-gov¬ 
ernment and democracy can take but 
one stand against absolutism and ar¬ 
bitrary power. In Germany we must 
hope for s re awakening of the spirit 
of IMS which will recognise at least 
wherein lies the great power of the 
United States In this hour. It rests 
not In the number of our battleships 
nor in the slse of our army, but In our 
moral power; In the vigor of our dem¬ 
ocratic Institutions In the fact that 
this country loves JusUce. truth, and 
right; that the judgments of Its com¬ 
mit people are. in the long run. pro- 


• of representatives of the United 
States. Italy and Spain, acting under 
the authority of all belligerent govern¬ 
ments. desire to oxpress their appreci¬ 
ation of Canada's magnificent response 
to Belgium's cry of distress. He gives 
twice wbo gives quickly,' was never 
better proven than It was by Canada, 
from which Dominion saslsUncs was 
quickly rendered. 

“The difficulty of procuring food 
supplies In Europe and the necesal- 
ties of the people |n Belgium Increase 
almost proportionately, until the hope 
of help Is gradually being narrowed 
to reliance upon the generosity of 
these who lire on tbs North Ameri¬ 
can continent. Thousands of tons of 
supplies, including those brought by 
the Nova Boot tan ship Tremor vah, 
have ben distributed, yet there are 
pitiful roquests for assistance from 
small and large Belgian villages.

World's Record For Tunnel Bering is 
Broken on *%. e C.P.R. Rogers' 
Paso Tunnel 

World's records for tunnel-boring 
have been established by Messrs. 
Foley Bros. Welcn end Stewprt, con 
tmetors on the C.P.R. Rogers' Pass 
tunnel scheme. Last month, states 
Mr. A. C. Dennis, superintendent of 
construction for the contractors, 817 
feet of the "pioneer" beadlug—the 
preliminary shaft running parallel *o 
the main passage, from which opera¬ 
tions are directed si several points— 
was excavated. The American reco d

days last month. 

i’be maximum amount of excavation 
on a tunnel heading for a day was 
formerly 38 feet this projection being 
accomplished on tLo Blmplon tunnel 
through the Alps. This record* was 
eclipsed one day last month on the 
tunnel through the Selkirks when 37 
feet was excavated. The world's record 
was beaten also for s week, 23 feet 
of rock being bored. 

As a result of the rapid progress 
now being made with the tunneling 
operations, the contractors are now 
confident that tney will put the Rog¬ 
ers’ Pass tunnel through several 
months earlier than their contract 
with the Canadian Pacific calls for. 
The five mile, double -tracked passage 
though the base of Mount Macdonald 
la to be ready, according to the terms 
of the firm’s agreement by the end 
of 1910 At the present rate of pro¬ 
jection It Is estimated that the tunnel 
will be completed In the summer of 
1918. 

There remains 10.000 feet of the 
“pioneer" shaft yet to be driven. 10,- 
040 feet having already been bored.

feet of the main passage was excavat¬ 
ed last month. From ths eastern por¬ 
tal 627 feel of the former and 688 feet 
or the latter was projected.

Atrocities by Germans Told 


Belgians Now Breaking Silsncs—Ware 
Afraid of Huns to Talk 

Belgians, who formerly were afraid 
to talk of German atrocities, are grad¬ 
ually breaking tbelr silence. 

At Andenne. which wna practically 
destroyed, according to Alfred Lens, a 
Belgian, the Oermans killed 400 civ* 
Ilians, many of whom we * business 
men. 

“The chief of police told me," said 
Mr. Lens, “that C6 civilians were 
locked In a church and told that they 
would be shot within SO minutes. 
B fOty five minutes s soldier would 
enter to remind the unfortunate that 
they had so many mtnu(ffs left to live. 
When the half hour had expired, all 
were brought out led before a file of 
soldiers and lined up in a row. 

"Some wished to cover tbelr eyes, 
but the soldiers forced down thsir 
arms with bayonets. They were kept 
in this agony of suspense for another 
half an hour, before the order was 
givsn to fire. So fierce were the re¬ 
peated volleys that the dead ware 
hardly recognisable. Any who show¬ 
ed signs of life were promptly des¬ 
patched either with the butt end of a 
rifle, or a bayonet. 

"The town was thoroughly looted, 
the soldiers sparing sot even the 
homes of the poor, while the jewelery 
shops were (tripped of tbelr stocks. 
Two hundred and eight bouses wars 
set on lira. 

*T counted in a ditch 233 civilians 
who had been shot 

"In Dinant. civilians, as the world 
has already heard, perished by the 
hundreds. Perhaps 1.900 were killed. 
The men were shot In the presence 
of tbelr wives and children They 
were first riddled with rifle bullets 
and then cut Into shreds by machine 
gun fire. 

“The commander adopted a lofty 
tone in regard to the whole matter, 
asserting that thes* methods were 
necessary in order that the Belgian 
nation might be properly Impresses. 
He was to refrain from acts calculat¬ 
ed to prolong the horrors of war. He 
said that the Belgians had klllod 
enough Germans Ip Liege and 'sniped' 
enough unsuspecting soldiers to war* 
rant 'any sort of retribution what¬ 
ever.' "

No Market lor Sauerkraut 


Pickled Cabbage With German Nsms 
Drug on Market 

Manufacturers of sauerkraut In the 
Dominion will In futyre be wise to 
rhange the name of that palatable 
German relish to "pickled cabbage," 
otherwise they will find It a drug on 
the market. At least this has beau 
the experience of the Campbellford 
Fruit Compkny. which now has 690 
46-gallon barrels of sauerkraut on Its 
hands, for which It is looking for a 
market In rain, says a report from 
Ottawa. 

Ths company, finding it Impossible 
to dispose of Its supply here, and hav¬ 
ing ths German market cut off. com- 
munloated with the department of 
trade and commerce, and asked it If 
It could not find s market. The de¬ 
partment circularised Us trade com- 
mlsslcmers In England and elsewhere, 
advertising for sale 60 barrels of 
sauerkraut. 

Only one reply has so far been re¬ 
ceived . and It Is not encouraging.

Accompan¬ 
ied by Prefect Lasttch and M. Barlov- 
ats. the ex-Servian consul In Paris, 
he says. 

'J conducted the minutest Inquiry 
la the district occupied s few weeks 
by the Austrians, interrogated many 
people, opened graves and examined 
burned houses. In lbs towns and 
villages visited the Austrians killed 
over 1,100 civilians, whose bodies 
were found. Over 2.209 disappeared. 

. ue axes of the massacred persons 
vary from two months to ninety- 
two years, and 25 per cent were 
women. Even the oldest were not 
spared. 

“At Bastav* two Invalid slaters 
were found, after the enemy had 
departed, dead and mutilated tty 
numerous bayonet thrusts. Indeed, 
mutilation la a common practice 
among tbe Auatriana. At Prenlav- 
or a wounded sotdler was roasted 
alive In bed 1 saw myself his foot 
and the burned patch on tbe floor 
where the fire vras lighted under 
the bed. 

"At Lelcbnltsa 199 hostages, aged 
from nine to eighty-two years, were 
ranged, fastened together with cords 
and wire at ths brink of a grave 
twenty yards long, three wide and 
two deep. Then soldiers fired and 
all fell together Into the grave, 
which the soldiers filled Immediately, 
though many were unwound^*. 1 
had this tomb opened, and judge 
that fullv half ths unfortunates were 
burled alive." . ..

On the roads, too, all 
the bridges were destroyed and the 
roods themselves systematically dug 
or blown up from both sides like n 
cheese board. The enemy overthrew 
the telegraph post*, broke the Insulat¬ 
or* and cut the wires everywhere.

“The great plains of Hast era Bur 
ope. extending from the Oder river 
to the Ural mountains, have been in¬ 
habited. from the beginning of the 
Middle Agee, by people of Slavic orig¬ 
in The Slav* are a white race, from 
the asms stock aa tbe other people of 
Europe; their language like the Latin,

If our Rmperor King George V. of 
England, requires an army larger than 
that of Russia, we will undertake to 
supply It and we will be proud to do 
SO,” raid his Mghaesi the Maharaja at- 
Ldar. Dhlraj Shrl Dotal Singh, when 
ha passed lhrough«Calro on hla way 
ot join the British general sts at the 
front In France. 

To Illustrate the present martial 
ardor ofwhe Indian the Maharaja told 
the pathetic story of hie own military 
secretary. After blddln ; farewell to 
his master, thla secretary assembled 
bis family and close friend^ He said 
good bye to them and then shot him 
self dead, overcume with anguish that 
he could not accompany his master to 
the field of battle. 

The Maharaja la tbe fi th of the 
Indian princes who have left India on 
active military service. He Is the 
adopted son of the celebrated 8!r 
Pertah Singh. 

Al! peoples and creeds In India are 
united today in enthusiasm for the 
cauae of tbe empire, he raid. 

"Every Indian, old and young, would 
most gladly respond to the Klng-Km 
peror’s call. As only a comparatively 
small number of men may go to the 
battlefield at present, many officers 
aud Indians of high birth ar* going In 
the ranks. You will probably be sur 
prised to learn that my two as Ices, or 
grooms, are captains. My valet Is very 
well to do. They came with me in 
these circumstances because It was 
the only way they could come. Even 
the grooms who came to Bombay with 
our horses and then had to return 
home went away dejectedly and In 
tears." 

He said the Maharaja of Jodpur, 
seventeen years old. * was anxious, de¬ 
spite his youth, to get into the fight¬ 
ing. His mother supported him in this 
desire. Finally he wrote to the vice¬ 
roy saying: "Why am I not allowed to 
go? I have three brothers, so If I 
am killed In battle it does not matter." 

The Maharaja said the presence of 
Turkey on the other side of the con¬ 
flict Is a football of the Germans. Site 
cannot pretend to represent Moham¬ 
medanism. All sections of India are 
proud to be on the aide of the empire. 

For Instance, Rajputana has an army 
of 3H.OOO men. but no fewer lhao half 
a million men have offered themselves 
and are eager to jerve. Nepal has put 
her whole force, 80,000 men, al the 
emperor’s disposal.

The Edgar Qulnet 
and Waldeck Rousseau are the finest 
twenty ships of the armored 
class. They are of 14,000 tons 2nd 
about 24 knots speed, and are protect¬ 
ed by 6% Inches of belt armor. In 
thee*. tn ell the French armored 
cruisers, the battery Is rather light, 
the 7.8 Inch gun being the heaviest 
piece carried. Except ln this partic¬ 
ular, however, the French armored 
cruisers are very serviceable ships, 
well protected and showing a good 
turn of speed. They ere doing excel¬ 
lent service in the present war. la 
running down the German and Aua- 
trtan cruisers and ln capturing and 
driving Into neutral ports tbe mer¬ 
chant ship* of the enemy. 

In 'the protected cruiser class tbe 
French navy 1* rather weak, poaaeas- 
Ing only nine ships of this type. 

When we come to the torpedo-boat 
destroyer and submarine .service, how¬ 
ever, we find that the French navy !i 
remarkably well equipped possessing 
81 destroy et*s and no less than 132 
torpedo boats. On the average, the 
French destroyers are smaller than 
those of the other nations, although 
of late years (be French have been 
building In larger sixes and have 
turned out for their navy some of the 
fastest vessels of this class afloat. 

The sut marine fleet of the French 
navy | a very large, consisting 0 f <i 
boats and we believe that thla service 
Is highly efficient. When the Austrian 
navy shall have been disposed of. tbe 
French will no doubt play a very Im¬ 
portant part in the campaign for the 
capture or destruction of the Oerman 
fleet in the Baltic.

Indian Troops Have Special Stamp- 
Series of Field Pest Offices 
a Handle Mails 

Everything has to be provided for 
the use of tbe troops when a large 
army takes tba field and ;• post office, 
sometimes within sound of the guns, > 
la not forgotten. The soldiers of the 
army of India, who are now fighting 
with the allied forces In France and 
Belgium, are to have special stamps 
to frank their letters home to their 
friends and relations in tbe "shiny 
land." Current Indian stamps have 
been over printed L E. F.—Indian Ex¬ 
peditionary Force—and these, especial¬ 
ly on tbe oriental envelopes will be 
interesting souvenirs of the great 
war. 

Stamp collectors will recall that In¬ 
dian stamps were over printed C.E.F. 
—China Expeditionary Fores—for the 
nse of the troops forming pert of the 
armies which crossed the border into 
China. In 1900, 10 values, beering 
the portrait ot Queen Victoria, were 
supplied over printed In this way, and 
these were used by the soldiers who 
served under General Sir Alfred One- 
alee. It may be of interest to recall 
that on thla occasion British and 0«+* 
man troops fought side by side, an^ 
tha supreme command was held by a 
distinguished Oerman officer. Field 
Marshal the Count Waldersee. 

Some four years later nine Value of 
the Indian stamps besting tbe bead cf 
King Edward, wers similarly over¬ 
printed. and again In 1913. threa of 
the Oeorglan luue. 

Tto cancellation used are very In¬ 
teresting and usually bear th# date 
alone and F.P.O. No 1—Field Post Of¬ 
fice No. 1. A special staff Is appointed 
to deal with the army correspondence 
snd this usually comprises a subal¬ 
tern officer at the army headquarters, 
and nt each of the field post offices 
there le a sergeant or corporal with 
from one to five assistants, the num 
ber. of course, varying according as 
to whether tbe office Is attached to a 
division or a brigade. 

The French army have always taken 
particular cars of their postal arrange¬ 
ments. while serving In the field, and 
the system appear* to have been in¬ 
troduced during the Spanish wnr af 
1823. This was before the Introduc¬ 
tion of postage stamps but It affords 
an interesting parallel. The officer In 
chnrge was called a commissary, and 
there was an Inspector with ?ara army 


Then, there were postmasters, and 
quite n small army of couriers and 
postlllloB*—called sous employees. All 
were uniform, but were ranked ns non- 
combatants. After the Crimean 
campaign the commissary waa called a 
paymaster general, and hla assistants, 
tresort«*ra paysura. so that the func¬ 
tions of postmaster aad director of 
poets were undertaken by tbe pay de¬ 
partment. 


Tbe renoarce* of the Kingdom and 
the Empire, which look large upon 
paper, are still larger than they may 
have looked to some of our rivals, be¬ 
cause we hare been la tbe habit of ce» 
limiting and using our real assets 
much more conservatively then they.

BedervPoweli Thinks Cities of the 
North Will be Mere Likely to 
Receive Attack Than London 

General Usdeo Powell shares the 
opinion of many English military ex¬ 
perts who believe that Germany fully 
expects to Invade England If possible 
and will direct its activities toward 
the commercial cities ln tho north of 
Kng!and, rather than toward London 
and the resort cities of the south. In 
the opinion of Oeneral Baden Powelj. 
the German Emperor will try to land 
nt least 90.000 troops tn England. 

"I know that the general Idea." 
raid Oenearl Baden Powell, in a re¬ 
cent Interview la that the attempt to 
Invade England will be made on tha 
north coast of 8uff«/1k. Personally I 
think that tha Yorkshire coast is 
more likely because the Germans wlJl 
deslra to Invade the Industrial cen¬ 
tres of the north. They appreciate 
what effect that would have It they 
■ucceeded. Once let them get hold 
of some big manufacturing towns, 
factories would be smashed up and 
ruined and I estimate that they would 
then throw 14,000.000 persona out of 
employment, rendering them death 
lute end starving. It la certain that 
even by a short, sh rp raid they 
could do a tremendous amount of 
damage." 

Oeneral Baden Powell is tnr lass 
optimistic about the war than many 
of England’s great men. Tbe hero 
of Mafeklng, In discussing the war. 
raid: 

"There are still many persons In 
country districts and even in some ot 
oar large towns who do not realise 
whet this great war means—that 
Britain’s fight Is one for her vary ex¬ 
istence. We receive encouraging re¬ 
ports that we are doing well, but we 
must remember that oue side or the 
other must go under and go under 
for ever. At present It looks as If 
the wind la blowing tn our favor but 
there Is always the unexpected. You 
cannot tell. The only thing to do Is 
to try to smash the Germans now, 
which means that every man mutt 
put hla shoulder to the wheel” 

The Germans. U la pointed out by 
the general have nine placea from 
which they could embark with troops 
in an effort to make a landing In Eng¬ 
land. He eattmates that a greater 
force than 10,000 would probably not 
be sent from each of these points, 
making a total of less than 100.000. 

Many town* along the east coast 
of England which are regarded as 
likely landing places for an Invading 
anny have made preparations to re¬ 
ceive the Germans. The mayor of 
l^xweatoft haa Issued a statement to 
them how to act In case the Oermans 
land. A special force of one hundred 
aud fifty constables has been named 
and civilians have been advised to 
follow tbe direction of these officers, 
fliould tbe Germans enter this town. 

Walter Long, a member of parlia¬ 
ment. has advised that all foodstuffs 
in large quantities in east coast towns 
should be moved Inland where they 
can be guarded against seixure.

altogether disproportionate amount of 
oUr grain, showing very clearly that • 
good deal of fraudulent misrepresenta¬ 
tion was being practised by ccrUin 
parties in getting these cheap rates, 
in plain words, the special privilege 
voluntarily granted by the railways 
for the benefit of farmers was being 
abused, not necessarily by the farmers 
themselves, but by parties handling 
grain and seeking to take advantage of 
these special rates. 

In all probability, but for the ex¬ 
ceptional conditions which prevailed 
in 1914, we would not have been able 
to secure sny special rates on seed 
grain from the railway companies at 
all. but would have had to ship on 
the rates fixed by the Board of Rail¬ 
way Commissioners in the Western 
Freight Rates case, but, in view of 
the representations of the organised 
farmers, based on conditions preval¬ 
ent in 1914, the three railways. C P 
R., C. N R . and G. T P have issued 
special seed grain tariffs which will 
be effective from January 15th, 1915. 
to June 15th, 1915, covering special 
rates in carload quantities and less 
than carload quantities, for the car¬ 
riage of grain, flax and grass seed 
for seeding purposes These special 
rates will be available to nil bona fide 
fanners on the following conditions:

THE RIOHT AND THE WRONG 
WAY. 


Westmont. Que.. a year ago, ac¬ 
cording tX the Canadian Municipal 
Journal, let a contract to a first-class 
firm of engineers for the erection of s 
municipal lighting plant. One of the 
conditions on which the contract was 
accepted was that the engineers 
should be allowed to run the plant for 
a year The year is now up. The 
plant ia flawless, and the engineers, 
after meeting interest and allowing 
for a sinking fund, showed a net profit 
of $30,400. The city atfto at the one 
cost gets rid of all its garbage, as 
the one plant contains the municipal 
incinerator. This is what might be 
termed successful municipal owner¬ 
ship. How different from our water 
and electric plant built at a cost totall¬ 
ing well over a million and which 
cost is monthly being added to 
through faulty construction. The engi¬ 
neers who built the Medicine Hat 
plant saw the building during con¬ 
struction at least twice, possibly three 
times How different that is from the 
engineers who took charge and ran 
the plant a year after construction.

“Seed grain will be advanced to 
persons who have their patent, who 
have lost last year’s crop, no person 
receiving more than 400 bushels of 
grain, all kinds, according to the 
quantity of land in preparation for 
soch grain. A mortgage will be tak¬ 
en upon the land, with the consent of 
the provincial government for the 
amount advanced." 

This order, sent out from the de¬ 
partment of immigration, is vouched 
lor by J. Bruce Walker, who was in 
Lethbridge Ust week. Mr. Walker U 
visiting the western towns in the 
affected districts, making all prepara¬ 
tions for the distribution of seed grain 
and his assurance that seed grain will 
be distributed to holders of patented 
lands who may be hi need of aid. will 
be received with the greatest satis¬ 
faction. It will clear up the doubt 
that has existed in the minds of many 
since it was first announced that seed 
grain would be distributed only to 
holders of unpatented lands. 

Mr. Walker is sure that, with nor¬ 
mal conditions, the west will this year 
reap the largest crop in its history, 
for sn average of 20 per cent, more 
land will be seeded. With the assur¬ 
ance that the seed grain will be forth¬ 
coming farmsrs may he looked to do 
their share. 

All those on rented land will be re- 
quired to get power of attorney from 
the owner of the land giving them 
power to sign all papers, receive and 
sign # certificate for seed supplied by 


the nearest local union of the U. F 
A. for a certificate which he will be 
required to fill in with ,tbe number 
of bushels and class of grain he^wish- 
es to bring in. and any other infor¬ 
mation asked for on the certificate. 

(2) The local secretary will sign 
the certificate and forward to the 
provincial secretary with a signed 
statement to the effect that the appli¬ 
cant is a bona fide fafmer. 

(3) The provincial secretary will 
countersign the certificate and return

to the local secretary, or direct to 
the applicant. 

(4) The applicant on receiving this 
certificate and on presenting it to 
the station agent, will, on the strength 
of the provincial secretary’s signature, 
be entitled to the special seed grain 
rates. 

Special certificates have been print¬ 
ed by the central office and* a number 
of them are being forwarded to each 
of our local unions with this circular. 
Additional certificates can be obtain¬ 
ed on application to the central office.

Fresh air la no absolute essential 
to good health. Tbe lung takas from 
the atmosphere one of Its gaaea— 
oxygen, which U used to keen tho 
system In its normal state. Every 
bresih we take in carrlea tha neoas¬ 
sary oxygen to tha small air cells in 
the lungs. Every breath we send out 
Is charged with another gas which la 
thrown off by tbs body calls ss waste 
material. 

The transfer of these two jases Is 
made between the lungs and the small 
cells of which tbs whole body Is made 
br means of red corpuscles of the 
blood. These little messengers must 
be healthy in order to do their work 
well and sufficient numbers must be 
maintained to give tbe bast service.

Tourists all tho world over read 
with sympathetic interest tha report 
that Herr Karl Baedeker, me pub¬ 
lisher of the famous guide books, had 
been killed in action. This member 
of the Baedeker family was one of 
the grandsons of old Karl Baedeker, 
who waa torn at E r sen in 1801. where 
hla father had carried on a business 
of printer and bookseller, and who 
himself started In business In 1827 at 
Coblentx. where hu died just over 
fifty years ago. His grave In that 
town Is often visited by tourists. 

It was old Karl Baedeker who first 
hit upon the Idea of publishing a 
series of guide books for the different 
countries. The first gfflde bock pub¬ 
lished by Baedeker was a .'small book 
on the Rhl »e, of which In 1839 he pro¬ 
duced a third edition entirely re-writ¬ 
ten by himself. Since then guide 
books for Belgium, Holland, Oermany. 
Austria. Switzerland, tbe United 
States, etc., have bean published In 
the principal languc.es of Europe, 
until today the word "Baedeker" has 
become almost a aynony.n for gulds 
bx>ks.
